McAllister, Whose Family Is Promi- 
ent, Is Said to Be Going Insane 
Over His Deed.

PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 15.—The story of 
the brutal murder of Jennie Bosscheiter-by 
four young, men of this city. on the night 
of October 18, has been told in court. Hack- 
man Schulthor who drove the vehicle 
containing the feur men—W.._T. McAlister, 
Andrew Campbell, William A. Death and 
George J. Kerr—and Miss. Bosscheliter from 
Paterson to the point where the girl's body 
was found—told a plain and direct story. 


The Hackman’s 
Awful Story. 

Schulthorpe said on the night of October 
18 a young man came to hfm and engaged 
his victoria. The man was George Kerr. 
Kerr told him a party of four would use 
the hack, and ordered him to drive toe 
Saal’s saloon. He said McAllister came out 
of the saloon and told him to turn around. 


Ini a little. while the four men, McAllister, 
Campbell, Death and Kerr came out, carry- 
ing a woman. The woman was placed in 
the rear seat. The witness was told to 
dtive alon& the Goeffle road to Lee's place. 
Lee's place was closed, so they pulled up 
into the rock road. They went along to.a 
point beyond the railroad tracks. He was 
then ordered to stop. The place where hé 
stopped was 'a clear one, with no bushes. 
All four men left the carriage. They lifted 
the girl out about as they lifted her in. 
He had thruwn the blanket on his horse. 
One of the men took it off, and it was car- 
ried into the darkness, where the. woman 
had been borne. 

Schulthorpe, in a rough voice that could 
be heard with fearful effect in the Iittle 
courtroom, told the most horrible part of 
his story. Kerr only was exempt from par- 
ticipation in the assault, which the hack 
driver described.

Bishop Potter Points Out Ob- 
stacles to Be Overcome, 


MUST 


VIRTUE THRIUMPH 


ADDRESS BEFORE THE GET-TO- 
GETHER CLUB. 


Speakers Explain that Partisanship 
Would Cripple the Anti-Vice 
Crusade. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—Bishop Potter 
presided at a meeting of the Get Together 
Club tn Brooklyn last night. In the course 
of his opening remarks he said: “The sub- 
ect for the meeting is ‘After Suppression, 
Vhat?’ and I suppose I must say some- 
thing as to this title. I confess that if I 
had the authority of prescribing the subject 
I should change it to read, ‘The Anti-Vice 
Crusade; Before Suppression, What?’. for 
I have grave doubts as to the immediate 
suppression of vice, and‘l have met many 
who are equally doubtful. 

“We may undoubtedly do @ great deal in 
civic matters and make vice less indecent, 
less insolent. The mere suppression is not 
essential. Nothing has impressed me more 
during the last three months than the ef- 
forts of the metropolis to make itself 4 
more decent eity.”’ 

The bishop then read an extract from a 
newspaper describing the settlement of the 
east side bakers’ strike, and how men 
stood outside of the strikets’ headquarters 
and shouted to the passers-by that the 
strike had been settled, and that hereafter 
the people would get good, pure and clean 
bread, ‘on Which union labels had been 
placed. ; # 

“What we want,” said the bishop, “is 
good, pure tenement houses on which the 
abels of morality have been placed. 


The only piece of advice I gave to those 
when the committee of 


representatives of labor should be placed 


'on the committee and that the committee 


should recognize all classes. We have 
initiated this crusade not for the crush- 
ing out of vice, but for the triumph of vir- 
tue.”’ 

Bishop Potter than {Introduced Willlam 
H. Baldwin, chairman of the committee of 
fifteen, who spoke on the- subject “The 
Committee of Fifteen; Its Origin, Scope 
and Purpose.’’ Mr. Baldwi ntalked at some 
length on the congested conditions exist- 
ing on the east side, and the prevalence of 
vice there. As to the remedies, he said: 

‘Partisanship would ruin the attempt weé 
are making to reform conditions; any sus- 
picion of partisanship would ruin the move- 
nent. The greatest mistake we could now 
make would be to produce anything sensa- 
tional. My purpose is to pursue a careful 
and businesslike policy in handling exist- 
ing conditions. Te should have no false 
notions that anyone can atop what is calied 
vice, Our duty is to stop the public trade 
n vice. 

“We must clean the &treets. Think of the 
thousands of children here in New York to- 
night who are not safe. Think of the wives 
that are in danger. Your own wives and 
children are at home safe and sécure from 
harm, but the wives and children on the 
east side are not. I would kill the man 
who touched one of my children. 

“The great difficulty. we will have in 
handling the presenf conditi{ons is that tho 
people soon get tired of these questions 
and drop them after the first agitation. 
This time we have gotsto stay with the 
problem—this year, nextiyear and the year 
after. Now that we Have started the move- 
ment, wermust keep >it I believe tbat 
the city Is now enftertnge 0 an era of vir- 
tue and morality and that we.will not make 
the mistakes that have been made in re- 
form movements: in the past.”’

Instructions to Conger on the 
Chinese Settlement. 


AS TO COMMERCIAL PRIVILIGES 


CTHER POWERS ARE EAGER FOR 
LARGE INDEMNITIES.

The Washington Government Is Pay- 
ing Special Attention to the Ex- 
tension of United States 
Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The instruc- 
tions to Minister Conger at Pekin, in re- 
gard to the attitude of the United States 
inj the settlement of the commercial priv- 
lléges to be accorded to foreigners in China. 
in the future, have not yet been perfected 
in detail.. Mr. Conger has been advised 
from time to time of the desire of this 
country to secure the broadest possible 
privileges, and to have them equal between 
all nations, but effort has thus far been di- 
rected chiefly to the latter point and to 
restraining the hunger of some of the pow- 
ers for excessive indemnities rather than 
to definitions of what the new privileges 
shall be. Mr. Conger himself showed a 
sense of the importance and complica- 
tions of the problem by his request that 
negotiations regarding commerce and in- 
demnities be transferred from Pekin to 
some other capital. Some regret is felt 
at the department of state that this pro- 
pose: was not more cordially welcomed by 
he powers, but In the nature of the case 
it was not a proposition upon which the 
United States could well insist if it was not 
generally acceptable. Nothing is known 
at the state department regarding the rea- 
sons why the proposal was rejected by 
several of the powers, beyond the reason 
assigned in one case, that more exact 
knowledge of the situation would prevail 
at Pekin. That this argument has some 
force is frankly admitted, but it is felt 
that it would be desirable on some grounds 
to get the negotiations out of the exclusive 
control of the ministers who suffered so 
much during the siege of the legations. As 
matters stand, the tnited States will preb- 
ably strengthen Minister Conger by one 
or more experts in commercial and finan- 
cial policies before the negotiations are 
completed. 

The signing of the protocol by the Chi- 
nese envoys is regarded at the state de- 
partment as only the beginning of serious 
negotiations. Several matters fully cov- 
ered by the protocol can be adjusted in a 
short time through the military offl- 
cers in China. Among these matters are 
the establishment of military posts on the 
route to Pekin and the dfstribution of the 
legation guards hereafter to be kept at the 
Chinese capital. Even these subjects, sim- 
ple as they may appear, are not.te free 
from friction between the powers them- 
selves and between the civilized powers on 
one hand and the Chinese government on 
the other. Then will come the settlement of 
the indemnities and the framing of new 
commercial treaties which shall do equal 
justice to the citizens and subjects of all 
the powers. The two subjects—the indem- 
nities and the treatles—will be more or 


less involved in each other. The Russian 
government has executed a clever flank 
movement, if the report Is true, that Russia 
will offer to accept territorial compensa- 
tion in Manchuria in lieu of money. .It is 
the acceptance of commercial concessions 
in lieu of money which has been urged 


from the hgginning by the United States. 
The proposition that China shall surrender 
territory is of a different character, but 
vill enable Russia to pose in the attitude 
of generous forbearance and friendship to 
this coumtzxy attributed to her in the recent 
interview of the finance minister, M. de 
Witt, by her apparent compliance with our 
suggestion that she waive the demand for 
excessive payments in money. Much of the 
skill and diplomacy which has been required 
thus far on the part of the United States 
and the other Hberal powers will continue 
to be demanded in order to carry out firmly 
to the end the policy of the territorial in- 
tegrity and her protection from demands" 
which it is believed at the state department 
are unreasonable. 

Much care will be given to the instruc- 
tions to Minister Conger in regard to the 
commercial treaties. So many questions 
are likely to arise, which will depend so 
much upon conditions on the ground that 
it may not be possible to set forth in detalii 
just what the ministers shall insist upon. 
The instructions will set forth at length, 
however, some things which are considered 
desirable for the future development. of 
China by the aid of the citizens and sub- 
jects of the civilized countries.

THEIR SUPERSTITION. 


Are Taking to Modern Ideas With 
Avidity and the Prediction Is 
Made That Corea Will Soon 
Become a Power. 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 15.—H. R. Rost- 
wick, one of two Americans who has given 
to Corea steam railroads and electric lines 
and introduced American capital and en- 
terprise in this little monarchial spot of the 
Orient, is a guest at the St. Charles Hotel. 

Mr. Bostwick’s partner. H. Collbran, is 
known in New Orleans. He was a southern 
railroad man for years, being ‘connected 
with the Queen & Crescent system. 

“When we built the Seoul electric street 

railway two years - 
Bostwick. re was during Gt ikenth Rf 
was laying waste the country and reducing 
everything to an extremity. Those supersti- 
tious natives said the pestilence was caused 
by the electric wires bringing the powers of 
the clouds down in their midst 
to run the cars. They taid all the 
trouble to the mysterious electricity that 
went sparkling and flashing along behind 
he trolley. : 

“We had trouble with them over the 
electricity and @routh, but the climax 
came a little later when one of the cars 
ran over a child and killed ft. They mob- 
bed some of the operators and burned two 
or three cars, but the Emperor ordered out 


troops and ‘suppressed the rioters. Since 
then we've had no trouble at all.”’ 

‘None?’ 

““No, the native Coreans now think elec- 
tricity 1s great. They ride on the cars and 
we are using native Corean motormen and 
conductors on all the cars.” 

“And the natives ride?’ 

‘Ride! I should say they do. We handle 
39,000 passengers on our linés daily and the 
line is a paying property. We have 26 miles 
of line in operation.” 

‘Thirty thousand per day; what is the 
population of Seoul?” 

“About 400,000; between that and 500,000; 
no one can estimate those populations ex- 
actlhy.”’
